to  the  Deans’  Council,  which 
approved  it  and  sent  it  to  Pres. 
Wilkinson. 

The  Council  had  vetoed  a 
similar  proposal,  which  did  not 
include  the  new  faculty  lot,  Feb. 
11. 

The  proposal  was  originally 
considered  by  the  Traffic  and 
Safety  Committee  in  November, 
who  at  that  time  voted  6-2  to 
allow  student  parking  in  all  but 
five  faculty  lots  after  7:30  p.m., 
but  BYU  Executive  Vice-President 
Ben  Lewis,  acting  for  President 
Wilkinson  who  was  in  Vietnam, 
referred  the  proposal  back  to  the 
committee  on  the  basis  that 
committee  members  “should 
come  to  an  agreement.” 

In  January,  the  Traffic  and 
Safety  Committee  voted 
unanimously  to  allow  student 
parking  in  all  but  the  five  faculty 
lots  after  5 p.m.,  after  3,000 
students  signed  a petition 
circulated  by  Nathan  Coulter, 
ASBYU  Supreme  Court  Justice 
and  a senior  in  political  science, 
calling  for  the  action. 

Car  Count 

Coulter  and  several  other 
students  made  a check  on  the  cars 
parked  in  faculty  lots  between  6 
and  9 p.m.  and  found  that  of  the 
2214  spaces  available,  the  faculty 
used  only  345  at  peak. 

This  proposal  was  sent  to  the 
Dean’s  Council,  who  vetoed  it  on 
the  grounds  that  it  was  “unfair  for 
faculty  members  to  have  to  fight 
for  parking  spaces  in  their  own 
lots  at  night  when  they  would 
have  to  teach  classes.” 

A week  later.  Coulter  sent  a 
letter  to  Pres.  Wilkinson  asking 
him  to  override  the  Deans’ 
Council.  He  said  the  faculty 
would  not  have  to  fight  the 
students  for  parking  space. 


SEATTLE,  Washington  (AP) 

The  University  of  Washington 
has  “no  plans  to  enter  into  any 
additional  contracts  for 
intercollegiate  sports  events  with 
BYU,’’  a university  spokesman 
said  Sunday. 

The  statement  was  issued  by 
John  Hogness,  executive  vice 
president  of  the  University  of 
Washington  who  is  acting  as 
president  in  the  absence  of 
Charles  Odegaard. 

The  university  feels  it  is 
obligated  to  fulfill  existing 
contracts  with  BYU,  Hogness  said. 
These  include  wrestling  and  tennis 
meets  in  February,  1971. 

Twice  last  week  the  Black 
Student  Union  led  demonstrations 
on  the  Seattle  campus  in  an  effort 
to  have  the  school  sever  all 
relationships  with  BYU.  The  BSU 
and  other  groups  were  protesting 
racial  policies  of  the  Mormon 
Church  which  operates  BYU. 


“Consistent  with  present 
Department  of  Sports  activity 
policy,’’  Hogness  said,  “no 
student  is  required  to  participate 
in  any  athletic  event  with  any 
institution  if  he  objects  to 
participation  as  a matter  of 
conscience.” 

Hogness  also  replied  to  a 
statement  made  during  a 
demonstration  on  the  campus 
Friday  when  a speaker  charge; 
that  the  University  of  Washington 
was  racist  itself. 

“Free  of  Racism” 

“We  take  this  charge  seriously,” 
he  said,  “and  intend  to  move 
quickly  into  an  assessment  into 
this  allegation  . . . We  are 
determined  that  this  university  be 
free  of  racism.” 

On  Sunday,  a UW  spokesman 
said  the  National  Guard  might  be 
called  if  further  demonstrations 
were  held  on  the  campus.  On 
Thursday  and  Friday  the  BSU  and 


supporters  occupied  several 
buildings. 

When  contacted  this  morning 
BYU  President  Ernest  L. 
Wilkinson  indicated  he  thought 
University  of  Washington  officials 
had  broken  their  promise  not  to 
reach  a decision  in  the  matter 
until  April  1 . 

“As  early  as  Feb.  5,  we  wrote  to 
the  president  of  the  University  of 
Washington  and  requested  a 
hearing  before  any  decision  was 
reached,”  Dr.  Wilkinson  said. 

“As  recently  as  last  Friday  we 
were  assured  no  action  would  be 
taken  until  April  1 . . . 

“ . . . the  acting  President  of  the 
University  of  Washington  has 
today  issued  a clarifying 
statement  in  which  he  said  there 
has  been  no  termination-  of  any 
relationship  with  BYU.  We  still 
have  confidence  that  before  any 
final  decision  is  made  the  BYU 
will  be  granted  a hearing.” 


THIS  CALM  SCENE  of,  the  Univ»sity  of 
Washington  campus  was  shattered  yesterday  as 
mobs  of  angry  students  demanded  that  UW  break 


off  relations  with  BYU  immediately.  Secretaries  in 
beseiged  buildings  were  sent  home  early  because 
UW  could  not  guarantee  their  safety.

Demonstration  Over  BYU  Relations

Demonstrators  crowded  around 
the  Administration  Building  today 
at  the  University  of  Washington 
and  demanded  that  the  university 
break  all  relations  with  BYU. 

Because  the  group  formed 
despite  the  announcement  Sunday 
that  the  University  of  Washington 
was  not  planning  to  compete 
athletically  with  the  Mormon 
university  after  the  meets 
presently  scheduled,  university 
sources  thought  the  group  was  not 
satisfied  with  Dr.  Hogness’ 
statement. 


About  2:30  p.m.  Monday  Dr. 
Hogness,  executive  vice-president, 
went  outside  and  talked  to  the 
demonstrators.  Then  Dr.  Charles 
Evans,  director  of  the  special 
education  program  for  minority 
groups,  explained  the  situation 
and  answered  questions. 

At  that,  the  group  marched 
around  campus  and  some  pilferage 
was  made  at  the  Union  Building, 
but  it  then  broke  up. 

Sources  said  the  group’s 
comparatively  peaceful  mien  may 
have  been  the  result  of  threats  of 
court  injunction  and  summary 
suspension  from  school  that  were 
made  this  weekend. 


Shoplifters  Go  To  Civil  Court 


A change  in  university 
procedure  now  sends  shoplifters 
to  civil  court  according  to  Gary  H. 
Carver,  head  of  University 
Standards. 

Carver  also  went  on  to  report 
that  as  existing  procedure  sends 
the  shoplifter  to  civil  court,  the 
University  still  reserves  the  right 
to  not  charge  an  individual  and 
handle  him  strictly  through 
standards  if  it  is  deemed  proper. 

Carver  reported  the  reason  for 
the  procedure  change  was,  “We 
were  simply  ineffective  in  dealing 
with  shoplifters.” 

The  university  has  in  the  past 
made  it  a practice  not  to  take 
shoplifters  to  court,  except  in 
aggravated  cases.  Carver  reported 


that  the  policy  had  not  met  the 
needs  of  the  offender. 

He  stated  his  opinion  that  a 
program  of  this  nature  created  a 
protected  womb  and  said  to  the 
shoplifter,  “You  can  steal  up  here 
and  nearly  nothing  happens  but  if 
you  do  it  downtown  you  end  up 
in  court.” 

Carver  characterizes  the  court 
action  as  a useful  learning 
experience  for  the  individual, 
especially  since  the  Provo  court 
follows  a policy  under  which  the 
student  can  have  his  record 
expunged  after  six  months 
probation. 

“I  feel  we’re  doing  a far  better 
job  in  working  positively  with  the 


student  involved  with 
shoplifting,”  remarked  Carver. 

He  feels  when  people  are  made 
to  see  the  serious  consequences  of 
their  actions  they  will  cease.  He 
also  stated,  “When  people  see  no 
consequence  to  their  behavior  it 
seems  to  foster  that  behavior.” 

Another  reason  for  the 
enforcement  of  a more  stringent 
policy  is  the  danger  that  a student 
may  go  to  worse  offenses  if  they 
find  themselves  unpunished, 
according  to  Carver. 

Carver  went  on  to  say  about 
three  persons  a day  are 
apprehended  shoplifting.  This  is  a 
result,  to  some  degree,  of  a good 
surveillance  program  in  the 
bookstore,  he  remarked. 


The  university  president  was 
not  available  and  the 
announcement  was  made  by  the 
next  highest  officer  at  the  school. 

Washington’s  president  is  on 
university  business  in  Portugal. 

University  sources  say  that  Dr. 
Hogness  did  not  make  the 
decision  without  counsel.  The 
president,  sources  said,  knew  the 
situation  and  that  Dr.  Hogness 
had  been  thoroughly  briefed. 

“No  Capitulation” 

According  to  Dr.  Hogness,  there 
is  no  “termination”  of  relations 
with  BYU,  and  he  feels  there  has 
been  considerable 
misunderstanding  of  the 
university’s  stand.  He  said  it  is  not 
the  case  that  the  Administration 
capitulated  to  demands  of  the 
Black  Students  Union. 

All  of  the  law  enforcement 
agencies  in  the  Seattle  area  urged 
him,  however,  to  announce  the 
university’s  position  on  BYU 
relations  before  ^ny  police  forces 
were  called  to  campus. 

The  announcement  was  made 
Sunday  and,  so  far,  policing  forces 
have  not  been  asked  to  intervene.

God  Does  Mean  Businessil 


One  of  the  hottest  issues  in  the  news  media  of  Utah  right  now  is  that 
of  the  “.Neighborhood  Emergency  Teams. 

The  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  has,  for  most  of  us, 
made  the  decision  as  to  what  action  we  should  take  with  respect  to 
these  NET  organizations,  but  we  feel  it  beneficial  to  review  once  again 
some  of  the  reasons  which  may  have  been  behind  that  decision  and  the 
reasons  this  paper  has  consistently  taken  a stand  opposing  the 
Neighborhood  Emergency  Teams. 

Much  has  been  said  on  both  sides  about  this  program,  but  very  little 
has  been  said  by  the  media  which  is  favorable. 

As  a result,  many  have  felt  that  Mr.  Koerner,  the  organizer  of  these 
groups,  is  some  kind  of  bogey  man.  He  is  not.  He  is  a quiet  man  who 
speaks  of  Christian  love  and  concern  with  feeling.  He  does  not,  as  has 
been  previously  indicated,  advocate  the  use  of  arms  as  such.  His  Teams 
are  not  militia.  Mr.  Koerner  is  a sincerely  concerned  citizen. 

Concerned  Citizen 

But  the  fact  that  he  is  a sincerely  concerned  citizen  makes  him 
neither  right  nor  wrong.  And,  the  fact  that  Mr.  Koerner  does  not  talk 
about  arms  an^  militant  action  in  no  way  abrogates  the  fact  that  these 
things  are  almost  inescapable  as  conclusions  derived  from  his  program. 

His  program,  as  we  understand  it,  has  five  parts;  food  storage,  medical 
and  first-aid  preparedness,  water  supply,  neighborhood  security  and 
communcations.  Part  number  four,  nei^borhood  security,  is  the  part 
that  bothers  us. 

Though  Mr.  Koerner  never  says  that  these  neighborhoods  will  have  to 
arm  and  form  themselves  into  militia  in  order  to  maintain  their 
security,  how  else  would  he  expect  them  to  do  it  under  his  system? 

In  the  talk  we  heard  given  by  Mr.  Koerner,  he  said  that  there  was  a 
block  or  so  in  Watts,  during  the  riot  which  was  untouched  because  the 
people  of  the  neighborhood  barricaded  the  road  with  cars  and  put  a 
white  line  on  the  road  with  a sign  saying  “Do  not  cross  the  white  line. 

Though  we  were  unable  to  find  anything  about  this  incident  in  our 
research,  we  cannot  see  how  a white  line  and  a couple  of  cars  will 
effectively  stop  a group  of  revolutionaries,  or  even  rioters,  unless  people 
with  guns  are  standing  behind  the  barricade.  This  is  the  conclusion 
which  seems  to  us  to  come  inescapably  from  the  NET  program. 

As  we  said  in  our  previous  editorial,  such  groups  are  potential  dangers 
to  the  community. 

Not  Trained 

Being  neither  trained  in  riot  control,  legal  procedures,  psychology  nor 
the  many  other  things  which  are  necessary  for  control  of  civil 
disturbances  such  as  these  people  envision,  the  NET  groups  could  do 
more  harm  than  good. 

With  a lack  of  central  control  and  proper  training,  these  people  and 
their  groups  could  easily  become  the  prey  of  deranged  or  paranoic 
persons  who  could,  by  exciting  the  people  in  a neighborhood,  magnify 
problems  in  an  area  to  such  a degree  that  the  NET  group  became  a 
vigilante  group. 

These  groups  seem  to  us  to  be  the  sign  of  a much  deeper  and  more 
fundamental  problem  in  the  United  States:  fear.  Call  it  “white 
backlash,”  “primitive  conservatism,”'  “extremism”  or  whatever,  it  is 
obvious  that  the  people  of  Utah  have  begun  to  be  afraid  of  each  other 
and  the  rest  of  America 


It  is  so  foolish  for  professed 
belieyers  in  God  to  suppose  that 
they  can  “take  Him  or  leave  Him” 
as  they  wish,  or  when  it  is 
convenient  to  do  so. 

And  yet  this  is  what  many 
attempt  to  do.  They  certainly 
dislike  having  their  attitude  placed 
in  quite  that  category,  of  course, 
but  in  actual  practice  this  is  what 
they  do. 

They  “take  Him”  when  it  suits 
their  purpose  and  quite  as  readily 
“leave  Him”  when  their  whims 
point  in  other  directions,  and  this 
the  Lord  resents.  He  does  not 
intend  to  be  made  a mere 
convenience  for  anyone.

In  what  way  do  many 
Him  or  leave  Him?” 

The  Sabbath  provides  one 
glaring  example.  Who  of  all  the 
professed  believers  in  God  has  the 
courage  to  obey  the  Sabbath  as 
the  Lord  teaches  it? 

And  yet,  when  the  scriptures 
are  examined,  they  make  clear  the 
fact  that  the  Lord’s  decrees 
regarding  His  holy  day  are  as  firm 
and  direct  and  unchanging  as  any 
law  in  the  Bible.

But  they 
are  both  strict  and  demanding, 
and  they  carry  a penalty  for 
disobedience.

Brother  Cheeseman  says  that  he 
does  not  know  whether  or  not  the 
plates  are  authentic,  that  is,  of 
ancient  origin.  That  is  one  reason 
why  the  tests  are  being 
conducted.  Whether  the  plates 
contain  material  of  a religious  or 
secular  nature  is  also  unknown. 

A special  report  on  another  set 
of  plates  will  be  given  Thursday  at 
8 p.m.  in  the  Joseph  Smith 
Auditorium.  Known  as  the 
Kinderhook  Plates,  the  six 
bell-shaped  plates  were  found  in 
Illinois  in  1843,  and  were 
presented  to  Joseph  Smith  for 
observation  and  translation.  The 
public  is  invited. 

Current  research  on  the  Book  of 
Mormon  will  be  the  scope  of  a 
Book  of  Mormon  Symposium  on 
April  25.  It  will  be  the  first  time 
in  10  years  that  such  a symposium 
has  been  held.  All  interested 
persons  are  invited  to  participate.

Editor: 

A word  for  Burr’s  “Hamlet,”  which 
suffered  unkindly  at  the  hands  of  your 
Mr.  Van  Atta.  First,  if  the  audience 
objected  to  the  simply  scenery  (which 
I don’t  believe  they  did),  what  would 
happen  if  we  were  given  Burton’s 
staging  which  used  no  scenery  or 
costuming  at  all?  Also,  it  is 
uncharitable  to  hold  Director  Levin  or 
Shakespeare  (poor  fellow  with  no 
copyright)  to  a precedent  of  editing  set 
by  Zeferelli  in  order  to  cater  to 
“modern-day  audiences’’  . . . of 
teenage  girls.  And  contrary  to  Mr. 
Atta’s  evaluation  of  Burr’s  “spurt” 
acting,  it  seemed  more  that  we  were 
being  spared  the  embarrassment  and 
ennui  of  an  attempt  to  over-dramatize 
the  all  too  familiar  parts  of  the  play, 
and  they  were  treated  with  a discreet 
economy  of  emotion.  On  the  other 
hand,  refreshing  and  original  insight 
was  shown  in  various  scenes  that  put 
new  emphasis  on  unexpected  detail. 

If  anyone  “lacked  force,”  Horatio 
did,  and  he  hardly  justified  Hamlet’s 
esteem  and  trust  for  him.  The  King 
lagged  lines,  true  but  then,  even  if 
done  unwittingly,  this  would  seem  a 
more  natural  pose  for  a fratricide  than 
true  kingly  demeanor.  Gertrude  too  is 
not  supposed  to  be  a Lady  Macbeth  or 
an  Ophelia.  Shakespeare  does  not  give 
her  the  benefit  of  madness  to  show  her 
“force.  ” She  is  an  innocent  bystander, 
viefim  of  circumstance  and  meant  to 
be  merely  a crowned  housewife. 

No,  the  play  was  caviare.  Anyone 
disappointed  in  it  should  not  risk' 
seeing  the  “invalid”  across  the  hall  this 
week.

BYU  Pianist  Reid  Nibley  To  Perform 
With  Abravanel  And  Utah  Symphony 


Dr.  Reid  Nibley  of  the  BYU 
Music  Dept,  faculty  will  make  his 
first  appearance  with  the  Utah 
Symphony  in  five  years  at  their 
next  subscription  concert 
Monday,  March  16,  at  8:30  p.m. 
in  the  Salt  Lake  Tabernacle. 

Nibley  will  join  Maestro 
Abravanel  and  the  orchestra  in  a 
performance  of  the  Brahms  Piano 
Concerto  No.  2 in  B Flat  major.

Dave  Kragthorpe,  36-year-old 
head  football  coach  at  South 
Dakota  State,  has  been  named 
assistant  coach  and  offensive 
coordinator  of  BYU’s  football 
team. 

In  his  announcement  of 
Kragthorpe’s  selection,  head 
coach  Tommy  Hudspeth  said  he 
felt  the  new  assistant  was 
uniquely  qualified  for  the  post. 

“Dave  is  a strong  football  man, 
he  is  a solid  recruiter  and  is 
familiar  with  the  area,  since  he  is  a 
former  player  and  coach  in  Utah,” 
Hudspeth  said. 

The  new  BYU  coach  is  expected 
to  move  to  Provo  later  this  month 
and  will  be  on  hand  for  the  start 
of  spring  football  practice  in 
April. 

Kragthorpe,  a native  of  Mound, 
Minn.,  was  an  All-Skyline 
Conference  lineman  for  two  years 
at  Utah  State.  He  also  lettered  in 
baseball  for  three  years  before 
graduating  from  USU  in  1955. 
Three  years  later  he,was  awarded 
an  M.  Ed.  from  the  Logan  school. 

After  one  year  with  the  New 
York  Giants  professional  football 
team,  he  entered  the  United 
States  Navy.  He  played  football 
and  baseball  at  the  NTC  in  San 
Diego. 

Kragthorpe  launched  his 
coaching  career  at  Utah  State  as 
head  baseball  coach  and  assistant 
on  the  freshman  football  staff. 

From  1958  to  1960  he  was  on 
the  coaching  staff  at  Idaho  Falls 
High  School,  and  he  spent  the 
following  four  years  coaching  at 
Roosevelt  High  School  in 
Wyandotte,  Mich. 

In  1964  he  was  named  assistant 
football  coach  at  University  of 
Montana  in  Missoula.  He  held  that
